Tur HorricvuroRAL Fesay Last Evesimye.—
The egeay Inst eveniong wae delivered in the Com-
mittee Roow of the Sogiety, mm their new hall,
and war very well attended. The essayist, Mr.
Joeinh Hoopes, wae not present, bul his re
marks were read by the Becretary. :

He smid uum{ rare evergreens hind been
found too tender for thie Iatitude, He had ex-
perimented with them all, and wonld speak of
those which he had found hurdy enongh to bear
our Philadelphin winters. He had tried mauy
pines trom Mexico, Asia, and the Pacific const,
which had falled. He bhad foand quite hardy
the white pine, which was n native of our own
State. The Bhoolan rlne from Asia, which,
tbough hardy, wue liable to be destroyed by
disease, The Iav.-m pine ( pinus cembra) s com-
pact, very hardy, and very beautiful, but of slow
growth. Tho Beoteh pine, besides being hardy, is
valoable for iie rapld growth on the poorest soil,
The Northern yellow pine (pinus wmafis), which,
A native ol our own State, vegleotea by the cul-
tivator, the essnyist described wa ono of the
waost beantiful of any known kind, The Table
Mounlain ploe (pinus pungeus), another native
pine overlooked by cultivators. The Auvstrian
pine, one of his “‘greatest tavorites,” The piteh
pine (pinus regida), a native, nearly as beautiful
as the Augtrisn, snd 8s a dwarf bosh pine, the
Mugho pine frem Bwitzerland,  Lambert pine,
Corsmcan pine, the heavy wooded pine from
Caliorma. Toe Pyrenean pine had done well
in some places, but he was not prepared to class
them with the well-tested kinds,

Orf the epruces, he considered {he Norway
above all In value, but olien planted so sxclu-
sively as to be monotonons, 'I'ne white spruce
wis an egpecial lavorite wherever tested, The
Mengles spruee (of Californis) und the Oriental
spruce had proved hurdy with him, were very
beautiful, but could hardly be thought, he con-
sidered, ae gepnerally “well tested.,” The Doao-
glass spruce was only hardy in sheltered places,
The Hemlock spruce he placed next to the Nor-
way in valoe to the cultivalor,

The br iribe was next to the sproce In value
The Ba'gnm, pretty when young only; the Baro-
penn sidver fr, beautitul even to rull age, but
somelimes injured by frost when young. Tho
foliowing were prononuced very beaotiful, very
hardy, but bard to be oblsined:— Nordmanu's
silver, fir, Mount Enos sllver fir (Picea cephaio-
nifca), Noble sllver ir (from Oregon), the Great
niver fir (P, grandis), Bibenan wilver fir (P,

prek'a). The Aswatie milver tir (P, pindrow), Pin-
eapo fir snd Webb's fir he did nol think slways
hacdy, ,

I he urbor vitas wore well worthy of consider-
a'lon. The American wuas the best: the S be-
rian very hardys, beaaniful, but a =low grower,
Harvey's, Booth' Dwarl, and the (lobe, were
all vsluable wanties of the Amencan.  The
Cuipese arbor vita was unworihy of notice, but
the dwarl wvarieties, #such as Golden, Tom
Toumb, ele., were volunble,

Ot the ordars, our native red cedar was the
only one recommended, and of junipers, the
BEwcdish and Lrish,

The lollowlng evergreens were named as
quite hardy, svd worthy of the attention of

lunters ; — Cupressus, Lawsomana, . Nool-

camuin, padocarpusd japonico, laxus adpressa,
larus baecoala, Uanadensis, tor reya tarifolia,
thufopeis dotatrata, aud the re'inospora,
